Mr. Long said: 

Every man wno dodges paying for 


9' the personal property tax on his car, 


which averages $27 per car In the 355 
cities and towns of the State, or 
$9,220,500. if ali paid their dues, 
throws just so much more of the com- 


mon burden upon his neighbor who 
owns a car and pays his taxes. 

It’s the old story of the shirker, 
the man who avoids his duty. or finan- 
cial responsibility, and throws that 
burden back upon -his neighbors. 
There is no dodging the burdens of 
gorernment—somebody has to pay, 
and the man who doesn’t makes the 
burden of the man who does greater. 

We found that owners of about 
230,000 cars in Massachusetts regis- 
tered their property for license to 
operate shortly after April 1, last 
year. These cars may have been._pur- 
chased after April 1 to avoid paying 
the personal property tax. 

Or it may be as reported. that 
many men purchased their cars with 
the understanding that delivery was 
to be after April 1. The possession 
of the cars by the dealers, who are 
usually incorporated, in no case 
would yield more than $5 per $1090 
valuation per car or cars. 

‘To be exact, that avoiding of taxes. 
if such it was and the resuit is the 
same to the State any way you look 
at it, cost exactly $4,278,312, for 14.- 
114 cars valued at $9.661.775 give 
an average of $683 per car. These 
figures are obtained from the cities 
of Springfield, Worcester and Beverly: 
and will give a fair average for the 
value of cars all over the State. 

I have been informed that there 
are thousands of men in Massachu- 
setts who buy cars for delivery after 
April 1 of each year and who turn 
them back to be exchanged on March 
31 each ygar. or a few days before, 
and thus avoid paying the tax every 
year while they use the roads for the 
balance of the 50 weeks or thereabouts 
remaining. It is just this practice 
that the Tax Assessors Association 
bill now: with the Legislature will 
make impossible.

Has Nine Committees 


The Public Relations. National Sec- 
tion, consisting of nine ees— 
co-operation with educational institu- 
tions, employees relations’ with ‘the 
public, manufacturers’ advertising, 
public speaking. Information bureau 
organization, relations with financial 
institutions, uniformity of atate regu- 
latory laws, women’s public informa- 
tion and customer ownerships— 
all been planned with one single pur- 
pose in mind: to utilize every 
ble means to acquaint the public with 

our industry and to impress upon it 
‘the mutuality of interests. 

The work of these nine committees 
by no means comprises the entire 
scope of our public activities. The as- 
tounding feature of this whole public 
relations movement is ite tremendous, 
and almost endless, possibilities. The 
more we study the subject. the greater 
the nuinber of ways are apparent by 
which we may work for better public 
relations. The work of three of these 
‘committees—the committee on em- 
ployees’ relations with the public, the 
women's information committee, and 
the committee on public speaking— 
forms the ground work necessary to 
the success of the other committees 
and the. whole movement. 

In regard to the first committee, we 
all realize that: good service cannot 
be rendered without a wejl organized 
corps of trained employees. We have 
seemingly taken it for granted that 
our employees t ughly under- 
stand the fundamentals of our in- 
dustry, ‘but the fact is, by and large, 
they are but little batter” in this re- 
spect ‘than the great majority of the 
public which we serve. If this state- 
ment is doubted, ask them how many 
know the difference between a stock 
certificate, a bond or a coupon note. 
Ask them if they know what public 
regulation applied to the public utility 
industry means. Ask them ff they 
know if a public utility company can 
charge sufficient prices for its serv- 
-{ces to pay all opérating moe! Se gpa ‘and 
also provide the new cupital needed 
for busineas expansion. 

Ask them if they know that there 
is no such thing as profit in our busi- 
ness, as the ordinary merchant un- 
derstands profit. Ask them if they 
know that, while the average mer- 
chant turns his capital over from five 
to six times a year, we turn ours over 
only once in every five or six years, 
and that this means that, for the-same 
volume of business, our industry re- 
quires from 25‘to 30 times as mtich 
capital as does the ordinary enter- 
prise. Ask them if they know that 
all this talk about forcing the public 
to pay dividends on watered stock is 
pure bunk; that the only basis that 
any court or commission today con- 
siders in fixing rates is the fair value 
of the property devoted to the pub- 
lic service. 


Put House in Order 


Loyalty in the employee is a splen- 
did virtue, but a blind loyalty may 
be a most dangerous force and be- 
fore we can ever expect to make the 
public fully understand us, we must 
first put our house in order and see 
to it that our employees—-those who 
are actively engaged in the business— 
understand that business themselves. 

In regard to the women’s public 
information committee, this is the 
woman’s day. She is coming into 
her own. The women today have the 
ballot and therefore constitute a force 
which must and should be reckoned 
with. It takes a woman to under- 
stand a woman's int of view. We 
need women to talk to other women 
in women’s language; and we should 
be untiring in our efforts to bring to 
the women in our industry that com- 
plete owled and understanding 
of our Wosiness that will enable them, 
in thei? daily contact with women 
outside the industry, not only to com-

Extremely 
careful management in respect to 
financing, expenditure and general 
farm policies were enjoined during the 
next few years, in which a falling 
price trend must be viewed as a pos-

velopment of children differs, many 
of them at the age of 14 are not in 
condition to stand the strain of con- 
tinuous employment. . 

If the school age is increased to 16 
or even 15, many children will be able 
to graduate from the grammar school 
who would otherwise fail to do so. 

Some children, if the school age is 

raised to 16, would have the advan- 
tage of at leant a few years in high 
school.

The McKay shoes shown at the Chi- 
cago exhibit from St. Louis were a 
revelation to the Haverhill manufac- 
turers. The manufacturers, including 
the owners of the largest factories, 
returned to Haverhill realizing that 
there must be a readjustment in their 
business to meet existing conditions. 

That the Haverhill mantfacturers 
are satel “A rious frathe of mind with 

his subject is evident from 
. eat that already some of them 
have been negotiating with experts 
from the west to come’to this city and 
make a survey to provide the manu- 
facturers with the information as to 
what they must do in this matter of 
readjustment and the equipment of 
their factories for the manufacture of 
McKay shoes. 

Haverhill manufacturers went to 
the Chicago show with great en- 
thusiasm, carrying the news and 


spreading it broadcast that the city 


rad established industrial peace, a 
factor in its maintenance being the 
annual expenditure of about $20,000, 
one-half of which was to be the salary 
of a neutral arbiter and industrial ex- 
nert, and the remainder for the ex- 
pense of maintaining the bureau.

But when it came to the actual bysi- 
ness of procuring orders on the part 
of the eastern manufacturers and the 
placing of, orders by the western 
buyers, the manufacturers here in the 
east, and particularly in Haverhill, 
found that the attitude of the western 
buyer was that he wanted it demon- 
strated in dollars and cents that it was 
to his advantage to buv the shoes 
made in the east. While there was no 
phenomenal buying as a result of the 
convention and shaw, and eastern 
manufacturers assert that they re- 
ceived a fair share of the orders as 
compared with the St. Louis concerns, 
. the eastern manufacturers admit that 
the formidable competition of that city 
was forcibly impressed upon them as 
never before.

Lynn's most serious problem is the 
labor problem, with three unions 
making ean effort to gain control. ie 
controversy over which union sha 
have the controlling membership has 
kept the manufacturers, as well as 
the workers, so .busy in the last few 


years that there has been little atten- 
tion paid to outside competition, the 
big effort being to attain peace and 
prevent removals from the city of shoe 
manufacturing concerns. 

In Lynn many welt shoes are man- 
ufactured and also some McKay shoes, 
and there have been some McKay 
shoes manufactured in Haverhill, but 
while these two cities have been con- 
tinuing along their regular lines of 
output, the St. Louis manufacturers 
have been developing the McKay shoe 
to the extent that it has reached a 
place where the St. Louis McKays can 
compete with any kind of shoe that 
is produced here in the east. 

Along with the western competition; 
which has created so much discussion 


fa attracting 
this line an ort is being made to 
boom North Carolina as a shoe manu- 
facturing. state. Tanning of leather 
has become a business of considerable 
importance in that-section, with big 
concerns engaged and a large amount 
of capital invested. 

The product of these leather tacto- 
ries is sold largely in Boston, Phila- 
delphia.and New York, and the argu- 
ment is being used that if shipment 
could be made direct from the tan- 
neries to local shoe factories, both 
shoe manufacturer and tanner would 
benefit by the arrangement.

That no form 6f the common law 
or civil law disabilities of women shall 
longer exist, but women shall be 
squal with men before the law. .

foreigners may be placed in danger in 
the fighting, and in the meanwhile the 
fsolation is creating considerable hard- 
ship. There are nine American mis- 
sionaries in Batang. A second group 
which was proceeding there have been 
stopped and is now — at Talifu 
in Yunnan. 


Batang, in the tempestuous border- 
land between China d Tibet, has 
wars enough and to spare. The city 
itself is Chinese, the western outpost 
of the Province of Szechuan. The hin- 
terland of Batang is inhabited, to a 
considerable extent, by wild tribesmen 
who successfully keep the country in 
a state of almost constant commotion. 
To add to the natural warring pro- 
pensities of these tribes there is a 
bitter rivalry between the Tibetans 
and the Chinese which, when other 
reasons fail, serves to provide ade- 
quate excuse for fighting. It is this 
animosity, apparently, which is behind 
the present struggle. 

It may be recalled that, in 1912, the 


present Dalai Lama of Tibet, by re- 
organizing his army, was able to drive 
the Chinese out of Tibet and establish 
the nominal independence of the 
country. Since then the Chinese have 
sought, by evefy means, to re-estab- 
lish their control. Meanwhile, war- 
like Tibetans, living along the border, 
have sought from time to time to do 
a little annexing of their own. The 
present struggle for Batang appears 
to be gn outcropping of this anti- 
Chinese spirit among two border 
tribes of Tibetans, bent upon gaining 
control of the city.

Tax In Kind te Be Abolished 
It has also been decided practically 
to do away with the tax in kind, which 
was formerly levied on the peasants. 
There was a time when this tax. col- 
lected mostly in the form of grain, 
constituted the major part of the 
Russian State income. Last year a 
monev tax was substituted to some ex- 
tent, and the tax in kind amounted to 
only about 10 per cent of the total 
income. Now the\money tax is to be 
made general, and only a negligible 
part of the peasants’ taxes will be 
levied in kind.

This change has several advantages. 
It is more convenient for the peasant, 
who has more freedom of bargaining 
“and selling when no part of his crop 
is directly taken aW&y from him.

DAILY CALIFORNIAN 
BACKS CLEAN NEWS 


College Newspaper to Prohibit - 
Sensationalism and Print 
World Events: 


SAN FRANCISCO, Calit., Feb. 21— 
Clean journalism has been cham- 
| pioned withoyt reservations by the 
Daily Californian, student publication 
of the University of California. Scare 
headlines, sensationalism, as well as 
the mechanical, daily recitation of 
campus routine, must make space for 
news. 

' During the present semester at least 
/the student daily will chronicle only 
‘actual university news supplemented 
| by telegraphed articles of interest on 
world affairs. Such is the dictum of 
the editors to the executive committee. 

The editors maintain that a college 

publication should be a newspaper in 
the strictest sense, with definite jour- 
,nalistic and literary standards. It 
should appeal exclusively to men and 
women of culture, presuming that col- 
legians are interested in international 
relations, domestic questions and state 
politics fully as much as in dances, 
luncheons and tennis. The Daily Cali- 
fornian. of course, will give space to 
'these activities according to their 
: value. 
' “The University is not an institu- 
_tion operated primarily for the bene- 
fit of activities,’ says an editorial in 
‘the Californian. “The State does not 
| look to its university for athletic 
teams, student _managers, editors, 
actors and debaters. It desires these 
only in so far as they contribute to a 
well-balanced preparation for the 
problems of the world.” 

Strong indorsement of this attitude 
taken by the new editors of the Daily 
‘Californian is voiced by Walter Mor- 
ris Hart. dean of the University, and 
Prof. Robert P~Utter, head of the Eng- 
(lish Department, in the columns of 
the student newspaper. Dean Hart 
commends the policy of running more 
world news “because,” he says. “it is 
essential that the college student have 
a knowledge of the important happen- 
ings outside the campus.” 

“Sensational headlines and stream- 
ers simply litter up a paper, and make 
it difficult for one to get at the news.” 
says Professor Utter. “News should 
be handled with regard to its import- 
‘ance to the public. and not to its 
| money value or to its seeming import- 
| ance to some special group. The Daily 

Californian should be a leader rather 

|than an imitator. In the past it has 
| seemed to me that it has followed the 
coast papers too closely in regard to 
sensational handiing of the news.

The officials of the federation contend 
that’ ‘the English ball is more exten- 
sively used in France and in Europe 
in general and are persisting in the 
threat to withdraw the French team 
from. the. Olympic competition unless 
the American ball order is canceled. 
Secretary Reichel, however, while de- 
claring it wov ig be most unfgrtunate if 
the French piayvers were to abstain from 
participation, insists the decision is final 
and that the order cannot be revoked. 

Mr. Muhr, although resigning only as 
president of the technical commission 
of the tennis federation, has retained 
his seat as member of the executive 
committee.

' always not only willing but eager to 
listen to their complaints, to talk over 


their problems, to understand their 
viewpoint. The number of stories il- 
lustrating this quality in his character 
is» legion. Here it is only possible to 
répeat a few of them. 

A policeman on duty near the Trade 
Union Hall noticed a peasant who 
appeared day after day, trying to find 
a place among the throngs which were 
pressing into the building. .When the 
policeman asked him why he appeared 
so often, the peasant replied: “Why. 
Lebine tis an old acquaintance of 
mine.” And in support of this claim 
he. pulled out a sheet of paper, 
crumpled and dirty, but with Lenine’s 
unmistakable signature. Then he told 
his story. 

How He Reached Lenine 


It scems that in 1919 or 1920, when 
times were very hard, this peasant 
was sent to Moscow by his native 
village in order to lay some loca) 
grievance before the authorities. He 
went the weary round of Soviet insti- 
tutions without getting any results. 
Finally, as a resuit of being sent 
incessantly from one place to another, 
hie boots and shoes wore out and it 
seemed that he would have to go home 
empty-handed. Then his son, who was 
a” factory worker, told him that 
Lenine would speak at the factory 
that .ight and urged him to take this 
opportunity of stating his case before 
the chief of the Republic. 

At first the peasant had his scruples 
about disturbing a great man_ about 
such a httle business, but in the end 
he went to the meeting and sought 
Lenine out after his speech. Not only 
did Lenine hear his grievance and give 
him an order to the proper authori- 
ties, but he detained the peasant for 
almost an hour, asking him about vil- 
lage conditions, about taxation, about 
the problems that affected the peas- 
ants most closely. And in the end the 
peasant received an order for a new 
pair of boots, as recompense for his 
long round of fruitless visits. 


‘Warm Human Interest 

The peasants in the neighborhood of. 
Gorky recall many instances when 
Lenine met them in the fields, and all 
testify to his warm human interest in 
their problems. One of them, telling 
how Lenine once shared a line with 
him in fishing, remarks: “How nice it 
was to have the greatest man in Rus- 
sia talk with me as simply as another 
peasant.” It was quite characteristic 
that Lenine should have shown the 
keenest interest in trimming a 
Christmas tree for the children of the 
Gorky peasants. 

Another striking element in Lenine’s 
character was the extraordinary range 
of his activities. There was scarcely 
a field of political or economic admin-

Again it was Lenine's influence that 
secured the rejection of the Urquhart 
concession. Here he used the argu- 
ment that it was better for Russia to 
develop slowly along’ its own lines 
than to sell itself out to foreigners. 
Moreover, he felt that a large influx 
of foreign capital, in the shape fore- 
cast by the Urguhart concession, would 
mean a strengthening of the forces of 
private capital in Russia which were 
working against the Soviet plans of 
reconstruction. 

Devotion te His Cause 

The quality in Lenine that perhaps 
made the deepest impression on his 
fellow-workers was his absolutely 
selfiess devotion to his cause. What- 
ever one may think about Lenine’s 
political and social ideals, or about 
the means which he employed to 
realize them, his austere, single- 
minded life were convincing testimony 
to hig passionate sincerity of pur- 
pose. Sees 
Stories abound of his indifference 
not only to anything that might sug- 
gest luxury; but even to the most 
modest personal comforts: He oc- 
cupied a single room in the Kremlin, 
and always repudiated any suggestion 
of having it renovated with a view to 
greater comfort; It was he who in- 
sisted most strongly that the highest 
Soviet Government officials should re- 
ceive no more than the pay of a 
skilled worker.

Wembley, Eng., Feb. 10

OMBAY Presidency is now en- 
gaged in preparations for sending 

its exhibits to Wembley. The 
local committee under the chairman- 
ship of R. D. Bell, Director of Indus- 
tries, has spared no pains to see that 
these are thoroughly representative of 
the arts and crafts, manufactures and 
industries, and also of the natural 


. products of the whole of the Presi- 


dency. The collection promises to be 
as varied, attractive, and interesting 
as that of any other province in India. 

The main feature of the Bombay 
Court will be a section devoted to 
Greater Bombay. Among other ex- 
hibita there is an index map of Bom- 


~bay Island, showing if distinctive col- 


ors the areas under ‘development; a 
model of the Back Bay reclamation 
scheme; a mode! of the World housing 
scheme, compared with models of the 
Improvement Trust buildings, and also 
plans showing the various suburban 
achemes. The Improvement Trust are 
sending models of their houses. - 

The Bombay Port Trust are also 
sending a number of maps and models, 
deiicriptive of the docks and harbors. 
The cere Department exhibits 
consist of a large size model of the 
Sukkur Barrage. two large water 
colors of the Bhandardara Reservoir, 
with a description and photographs 
of other big irrigation works in the 
Presidency.

CATTERED up and down the coun- 
S tryside of England there are still 
many relics of Tudor dwellings 
that are being sought with increasing 
zeal by those who realize how well 
they repay careful restoration and re- 
construction. No matter how dilapi- 


dated these old dwellings may appear, 
as long as the half-timbered walls and 
the oak roof beams are sound, they 
are well wos.d the outlay “.ecessary 
to convert them into comfortable 
homes for people of moderate means 
and refined tastes. Medieval masons 
erected buildings to stand for many 
centuries, and, properly restored, they 
will outlive most modern-built houses. 
During the last few years two bril- 
liantly successful restorations of the 
kind have been carried out by Miss 
Constance Bloomfield, who is not a 
professional architect, but an ardent 
amateur. In each instance she de- 
vised and executed the entire scheme, 
drawing her own plans to scale, and 
employing village workmen, under 
her personal direction, for all the 
masonry and carpentry, utilizing for 
the latter every scrap of the wonder- 
ful old oak found on the premises. 


With Smugglers’ Cellar 


Her first venture was with “Leeds 
Meade” in the heart of Sussex. Orig- 
inally a Tudor manor house it became 
a farmhouse, and when she bought it 
in 1906 it was two tumbledown cot- 
tages, with a “smugglers’ cellar” at 
one end, a dairy cellar at the other, 
and an old barn. nearby which, on be- 
ing pulled down, provided splendid old 
oak and masosry materials sufficient 
for a new wilg. 

The removal) of the low plastered 
ceilings and lath and plaster parti- 
tions revealed sound oaken rafters 
and the original inglenooks, which 
today are among the finest features 
of the hall and other rooms. On the 
site of a big scullery has been con- 
structed a spacious drawing-room, and 
the mean attics situated in the orig- 
‘nal gable have been converted into a 
stately. high-raftered music room. The 
skillful reconstruction included the 
imstallation of all modern domestic 
appliances and conveniences. 

A “Pilgrims’ Rest House” 

Even more remarkable was the 
transformation wrought by Miss 
Bloomfield in her second experiment 
on the ancient house in Surrey where 
she has lived for the last few years. 
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Buflt in the early fifteenth century, as 
a “Pilgrims’ Rest Howse,” after the 
Reformation it became an alehouse, 
and during the last century was 
divided into congeries of tiny rooms, 
so low that a tall person could not 
stand upright in any one of them, a 
sort of human rabbit-warren, in fact, 
inhabited by the poorest of the poor, 
till they too deserted it, and it seemed 
destined to fall into utter ruin. A

Window Draperies for 
the Amateur 


E amateur decorator may elim- 
inate fhe .difficulties of one of her 
tasks by purchasing semi-made 

Mturtains and valances. The curtains 
are finishe and in many cases 
trimmed or embroltered on their 
outer and inner edges and aléng their 
hems, and they may be weighted with 
removable lead buttons. The only 
unfinished edge-is the one belonging 
at the top, which is left raw for 
cutting to suit the height of the spe- 
cial window. These draperies mar 
be had. in pairs measuring either 2% 
or 3 yards long, and choice is given 
between two widths, one 25 and one 
30 inches. 

Valances either 12 or 14 inches deep, 
made up in the same design.as the 
curtains and trimmed like them; or, 
if preferred, made up in harmonizing 
but not identical material. and design, 
will be cut any length. Some are 
piped and draped; some pinch-pleated; 
some box-pleated; some shirred, but 
all are made on a slip-rod casing.

This vine is evergreen 
in warmer climate and even in the 
colder places remains green out of 


doors until the winter is well ad- 
vanced. English ivy lasts a long time 
in the house when the stem is allowed 
to rest in water. Often it makes roots 
and grows. The plants mentioned 


will thrive under this treatment even 
in secluded corners of a room and 
without gny sunlight. 

The Coleus will persist for months

Suggestions for Seasonable Salads

Scatter a few coarsely broken 
walnut meats and chopped dates aver 
the dressing. 
Fruit Salad Dressing 
Melt 1 ounce butter in the top of a 
double boiler and add the juice of 1 
orange and % lemon. While 
constantly add 3 tablespoonfuls 
sugar and the yolks of 2 eggs. beaten.

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PACIFIC MILLS 
INCREASES NOTES 


New Plant at Lyman, S. C., Is 
Now Being Constructed 


The most striking feature of the Pa- 
cific Mills balance sheet as of Dec. 31, 
1923, is the increase in notes payable to 
$18,445,000, or $11,485,000 more than a 
year ago. This figure is partly balanced 
by a gain in inventory of $7,762,374, 


bringing thet amount up to $23,957,012. | 


The company’s inventory is approxi- 
mately half raw cotton and half goods 
in process. It is no secret that the big 
textile concern is well stocked against 
the threatened scarcity of cotton. The 
raw material in the Pacific inventory 
averages well below the market. 

Approximately $3,000,000 of the in- 
crease in notes payable was incurred 
for expenditures at the company’s new 
plant at Lyman, S. CC. This addition 


will commence operations on July 1, 
1924, and will consist of a 30,000-spindle 
mill with bleachery and finishing plant, | 


in fact, a complete unit for the produc- 
tion of sheetings. The final cost will be 
about $5,000,000. 

At the close of 1923, Pacific Mills had 
$14.264.471 in cash and _ receivables. 
These, plus firm orders on hand, which 
are not revealed in the statement, but 
will, of course, be turned into cash and 
receivables, will offset by a considerable 
margin all notes payable, leaving the 
inventory and plant free and clear of 
debt. Net quick assets amount to $19,- 
776,483, drop of $1,225,310 compared with 
the 1922 figure. For each of the 400,000 
shares of $100 par value Pacific Mills 
has more than $49 in working capital. 

The company is operating its ma- 
chirery at a high rate of activity com- 
pared with the curtailment effective at 
many mills.

Cotton manufacturing is at low ebb. 
Southern, as well as northern mills are 
drastically curtailing.- In the north, 
the mills on the average are running 
about half-time. In Fall River, curtail- 
ment is not far from 75 per cent. 

Raw cotton prices have recently 
fallen perceptibly, but the mills dread 
piling up goods at present prices and 
are awaiting a better demand. Per- 
haps the one éhcouraging sign in the 
situation is the report that requests to 
expedite shipments on outstanding or- 
ders are becoming more frequent, pos- 
sibly a forerunner of a larger volume of 
actual orders later on. P

In Europe it was entirely ‘different. Outside a few 
people in Great Britain he was, before 1917, almost 
unknown. He-had come into office only a short time 
before the Great War broke out, after which event war 
news filled everybody’s thoughts to the exclusion of what 
was going on in neutral lands. In so far as anything, 
was known about him, it was in connection with his sub- 
marine notes to Germany, with his reported neutrality 
and pacificism, and with his apparent aloofness and de- 
tachment from the great drama whith was unfolding 
across the Atlantic. | Ta peer} ; 
Then suddenly everything changed. The United States 
entered the war, and there came from its President a 


stream of speeches which arraigned with. terrible penetra- . 


tion the Prussian evil against which the Allies were fight- 
ing, and set forth with matchless eloquence the ideals 


for which they stood. The speeches, too, struck a new. 


note. The utterances of the allied statesmen had made it 
clear that the war was a war for freedom, the freedom of 


their own countries, and of the oppressed nationalities of- 


Europe. President Wilson made it a war for democracy. 
Perhaps the most memorable of all the phrases coined 


during the struggle was the much’ maligned, yet none - 


the less true, saying, that the world must be made safe 
for democracy. And it was this idea that set the plain 
people of Europe aflame. : 
Thus when President Wilson landed in Europe he 
came both as the man who was the leader of the Ameri- 
can armies which had turned the tide of battle and given 
victory to the allied cause, and as the champion and 
spokesman of the vision of that new world of freedom 
and democracy for which the United States stood. He 
symbolized all that the heart of the common people 
hoped would be the reward of the terrible sufferings 
through which they had passed. Nobody who witnessed 
the popular receptions he received in Paris, in Rome, and 
in London, will forget the faith that they expressed in 
the man and the vision which the New World had sent 
to the peoples of the Old in the hour of their agony. ° 
Then the disillusionment began.

Europe's students are in distress, and the students of 
thirty-six nations are aiding them. The continued need 
of European students still confronts the European Stu- 
dent Relief Fund with a colossal task. 

Even greater than the student need in Europe, per- 
haps, is that existing among the children of Germany. 
At the present~moment, with reserve supplies of food 
running low, the situation:is approaching a crisis, Those 
best informed assert’ that the most critical period will 
be ‘reached at the end of March. _To meet that crisis, 
committees throughout the United States will be engaged 
during the next two weeks in an intensive campaign 
for the support of the relief fund for German children. 

Many arguménts have been advanced against this 
extension of; relief to Germany. Some say, for instance, 
that German peasants have brought on this situation by 
thoarding their food. It is,.of course, understandable 
how, when the mark was dropping out of sight, the farm- 
ers hesitated to sell valuable foodstuffs for worthless cur- 
rency. Now, however, with the’ stable rentenmark,. the 
sales are beginning again. But the situation is not met 
thereby. Germany’s harvests of foodstuffs were some 
6,000,000 tons short this year of the 1913 harvests. Even 
had they been normal, Herbert Hoover, Secretary of 
Commerce of the United States, is authority for the 
statement that, to feed-the country, 50,000,000. bushels 
of grain and 700,000 tons of fat would have been re-- 
quired by import. 

Then, again, it is asserted that the Germans, them- 
selves, are making little effort to feed their own children. 
Thé Christian Science Monitor was’ interested to ascer- 
tain the truth of this assertion? A communication, ‘just 
received from the Federal Council of the Churches. of 
Christ in America, declares that 20 per cent of all relief 
has been given by the people of Germany. 

These facts, doubtless, present adequate refutation of 
the arguments advanced against this relief. “But. regard- 
less of these facts, it is doubtful if a sounder investment 
in peace could be miade than that afforded.in this appeal 
for the relief. of German children. ;

“optimistic’’ as the pre-decided sense of the meeting. In 
describing a person or a conference of persons, “opti- 
mism” usually follows ‘“‘w&s,’’ sometimes “is,” rarely 
“will be,’ because few people would or could presume 
so much. But Dr. Smith must be allowed to say that 
the meeting is to be optimistic. 

When Dr. Smith became State Commissioner in 1916, 
he ‘had a ‘reputation which led people- to expect a new 
hope to brighten the troubled educational field of the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts. After a year‘in this 
position, he said: ‘There is ample basis for the -belief 
that among the people are ideals, hopes, and aspirations 
that afford the only real and safe foundation for the 
development of education in a democracy.” While work- 
ing to protect the interests of the schools during the war, 
he declared that “the sacrifice of the ideals and efficiency 
of the generation now at school js the last and highest 
cost that should be demanded.” Discussing teacher- 
training and rehabilitation in 1920, he concluded an 
address with: “There is one thing above all other things 
that teachers should just now keep in mind. There are 
many prophets of despair abroad in the land. The teacher 
must not join their forces, Any who would attempt to 


‘ lead our youth must be imbued with a spirit of optimism.” 


While the citizens of the country as a whole are slowly 


awakening to their moral obligation to be interested in - 


a meeting which affects 23,000,000 growing citizens, it 
is fortunate to have an optimistic leader, especially one 


‘ whose bright horizon is caused by the light of sound 


reasoning. 

It is true that this meeting of school superintendents 
from every state in the Union is a regularly ordered 
event within an evenly keeled organization, and that the 
over-all subject of education is one that has seldom fired 
the whole citizenship to fervent co-operation. The day 


has come, however, when statesmen are honored in giving’ 


years to the promotion of constructive School legislation 
and busiriess men spend small fortunes in special research 
for a more efficient public education.

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A British Onlooker’s: Diary 


By H. W. MASSINGHAM.

Lonpon, Feb. 21—Rather ominous changes have come 
over the relationship between the Labos Government and the , 
Liberal Party. This is none the iess serious because the occa- 
sion of the quarrel is so trifling. The parish of Poplar in fast 
London is one of the poorest in the world, and whenever a 
wave of unemployment sets in, Poplar is the first to feel its eftects. 
The district has been administered during the long recent crist 
of unemployment on very liberal or, as many would say. very 
lax methods of outdoor relief. The scales of relief fog out-ot- 
work people imposed by the Poplar Board of Guardians ate not. 
as a. wholegegreatly in excess of those permitted by the Centra! 
London authority, but the plan of administration its much less 
strict... For example, the Poplar guardians refuse to make more 
than’ ‘a very small allowance for earnings by members of 3 
family in receipt of relief. 

Their scales have involved the excess expenditure of about 
£100,000 a year over the amounts sanctioned by the Central 
London authority, which makes a large contribution to the rates 
of the poorer parishes. The Lloyd George Government sur- 
charged the guardians with the excess amount, but neither it 
nor the succeeding Conservative Administration attempted to 
enforce this claim, and it was practically a dead letter. In 
these circumstances the new Minister of Health, a Socialist 
of rather advanced type, announced a few davs ago that~he 
proposed to abolish the order in question. ‘his began a sudden 
and unlooked-for storm. Herbert Asquith made a fierce assault 
in Parliament on the minister’s action, and one of his followers 
immediately put a motion on the osder paper of the House 
of Commons which, in wording at least, constitutes a fairly 
stiff vote of censure. Unless, or until, milder counsels prevail, 
a division on such a subject might well end the Government. 

All this, however, is on the surface. Underneath lies the 
problem of Liberal strategy. “The Liberals were outfought at 
the general election b¢ the Labor Party, and they have since 
been outgeneraled by the Labor Government, and made uneasy 
by its success. They see themselves passing out of public favor, 
grinding corn at the mills of the Labor Party without eating 
the fruit. The party is also divided in purpose, as well as 
perplexed in tactics. Some Liberals regard the advent of Labor 
as an inevitable step in the evolution of progressive politics, 
and desire to assist it. Others see it merely as a dangerous 
move toward Socialism. Their leader has seen service for many 
years, and Mr. Lloyd George, his almost ‘silent lieutenant, 
stands in the shadow of a great overthrow. 

+ > + 

In the circumstances the pressure on Mr. Asquith to move 
has been severe. Unfortunately, bis movement looks too much 
like a precipitate retreat from the action by which, a short 
moath ago, he put the Government in power, and the Liberal . 
press, observing this contradietion, has been singularly cold to 
it. In fact, the British Liberals, like all parties, are subject 
to an evolutionary process which seems to ordain that. nothing 
in our later politics is fated to last long. 

There is, indeed, a good deal to-be said for Lord Birken- 
head’s contention that the Liberal Party is destined to further 
‘subdivison, .and that part will go Conservative and another 
part Labor, and that the Tories must be ready to prepare the 
way for this conversion, and make things easy for the new- 
comers. These political events again portend a personal isSuc 
of some interest: that is, what will Mr. Lloyd George do? | 
believe he will almost certainly go to Labor. 

That it will be unwise of the Liberals to unseat or even 
seriously embarrass the new Government at this juncture, | 
have no doubt whatever. Ramsay MacDonald's Ministry is 
popular for reasons not:at all closely connected with its political 
It was very tactfully put together, one or two nomi- 
nations .for which there were strong part¥ reasons, and much 
weaker public ones, being firmly vetoed. Once formed, the new 
Administration showed a remarkable degree of diligence and 
energy in service, simplicity of personal habit, and knowledge 
of the detail of government. | 

Officials were pleased, and their verdict had its effect on 
political society. Moreover, the opening moves were skillfully 
accomplished. Departmental work has been thorough and 
practical. Relations with France have been improved with a 
skillful touch or two, while the Prime Minister showed a 
student’s genius for exposition, and graceful, even poetic, touch 
in his ceremonial speeches. Moreover,,the program announced 
was moderate and within range of Liberal politics, and even 

f a phase of Tory democracy. ‘For these, and other reasons, 
the much-debated question, “Shall Labor be allowed to rule?” 
which the two rival parties had been putting to their 
workers, seemed practically settled m favor of the new Admin- 
istration. If all these calculations are-to be roughly upset, a 
rather grave situation arises, quite possibly ending in a new 
and turbulent election. For these consequénces Mr. Asquith 
will have made himself responsible; if the new slant in Liberal 
strategy continues. Therefore, | think it will be changed. 
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The most delicate point in our foreign policy is the relation- 
ship with France. ~The MacDonald detter is a tactful opching 
of the negotiations—thé salute of the fencers, as it is said today, 
before the rapier play begins. But there is no great hope here 
of a substantial improvement so long as Raymond Poincare 
remains in office. As this country cannot tie itself to any 
arrangement which perpetuates the French occupation, the 
question is, how far M. Poincaré is prepared to go.- He will, 
I believe, yield the following points: First, France will agree 
to cut down the number of hgr troops, and make the occupation 
a mainly political one. Second, with this view she will abolish 


_ ythe duties on goods coming from! unoceupied territories, but she 


avill insist:on excluding the German administration, or selected 
parts of it, thus, in effect, establishing a French protectorate. 
‘Ehns will not satisfy England. If; however, she can be secured 
in a fixed annual payment from ‘Germany, she will probably 
consent to abate her total claim te reparations. What M. 
Poincaré is most, anxious about at, $his moment is to secure a 
loan to Germany to enable hér to restart payment. But this 
he cannot get without a political s@ttlement. -’ 

An event of great interest in the’ world of books will be 
the publication soon of W. J. Perry’s “The Growth of Civiliza- 
tion.” Mr. Perry is late of Manchester and now of Léudan 
University, where he works in close association with Prof. 
Elliot Smith, whose theories of thé ‘earliest civilization of the 
world are in sharp conflict with the theories that preceded it. 
Mr. Perry’s book amplifies these ideas; but the main value 
of his book to the layman lies in his expesition of the causes 
and origins of warfare. He contends that warfare, so far from 
being an instinctive legacy from primitive man, is a by-product 
of civilization brought about by the develppment of certain 
institutions, and that the primitive savage is superior-in morality 


_ and peaceableness to the civilized man. Mr. Perry’s book, 


‘therefore, should create something of a stir, especially in - 
America, where the theory that all the ancient American 
civilizations came from the East has been so fiercely combated.
